The eight mile road race, from 
Blackfalds to Lacombe, on Mon- 
day last for a silver cup was a 
keenly contested race through- 
out. Some twelve competitors 
entered. From Red Deer Fred 
Swanson and Andy Tait were 
the only ones to enter. Tkere 
was a stiff breeze from the north 
to greet the boys, and it was dis- 
agreeably cold also. The distance 
was for 8 miles, and the winner 
was George Pratt, of Lacombe, 
in the splendid time of 47 
minutes. Tait made a good second 
in 47 1-2 minutes, and Swanson 
third in 49 minutes. None of the 
Others finished. Pratt and Tait 
were together up to near the last 
mile or so, when Pratt put on a 
burst of speed that Tait could not 
keep up with, although he would 
probably have won out if he had 
pushed his man a little earlier in 
the race, as he was quite fresh, 
while Pratt was completely wind- 
ed at the finish. A large number 
of spectators witnessed the race. 


There has been considerabie 
speculation in town as to who 
would be Mayor for 1909, as 
Mayor H, H, Gaetz has expressed 
a full determination to decline a 
third term in the chair, 

Councilor Botterill, as senior 
councillor, had prior claim but 
was willing to step aside in favor 
of R. C. Brumpton who is one of 
our most prominent citizens and 
would make an excellent execu- 
tive officer.

the position of Mayor at a future 
date.

GOVERNMENT OFFICIAL LAYS FACTS 
BEFORE CABINET AT EDMONTON. 


Edmonton, Nov. 5.—C. S. 
Hotchkiss, of Claresholm, recent- 
ly appointed by the Alberta gov- 
ernment to see that the farmers 
along the Calgary and Macleod 
line get their cars in accordance 
with the Manitoba Grain Act, is 
in the city to lay the facts of the 
case before the governnent. He 
statee that there are about 1,200- 
000 bushels. of grain ready for 
shipment from Claresholm,500,000 
bushels from Stavely and 750,000 
from Granum, To move this 
grain out not more than 100 cars 
were supplied by the Canadian 
Pacific to Staveley and Granum, 
and 300 to Claresholm. The 
farmers held an indignation meet- 
ing at Claresholm, and refused to 
give up their rights till the ele- 
vators could be cleared. It was 
then discovered that the Mani- 
toba Grain act applies only to 
cars.going east and not west.

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WEDNESDAY, NOVEMBER J 5th, 1908, 
ARE WE TOO QUICK 
TO IMPUTE WRONG ?, 


The Advocate thinks the News 
is too quick to impute wrong 
towards those in charge of the 
work of the campaign in the 
Liberal camp, and says: 

‘‘The election campaign was a 
short one, and there wag hardly 
adequate time in the Western 
riding to thoroughly acquaint tne 
deputies with their duties. ‘I'here 
were no doubt some minor slips; 
one poll was not held at all, the 
extreme south easterly one, 
apparently ; but there is absolutely 
no reason whatever to charge 
crookedness until all the facts 
and circumstances are ascertain- 
ed, which they have not been. 

The fact is that the News has 
been soaked so long in suspicions 
and charges of election scandal 
and election crookedness that it 
is impossible for it to imagine 
that straight dealing could pos- 
sibly exist among the Grits.”’ 

Who was to blame for the short 
campaign? 

Was it not sprung on the 
people by the Liberal govern- 
ment? 

We contend ample time should 
be given both parties to do the 
work in a campaign. But the 
Liberals thought to snatch a 
verdict from the people by rush- 
ing the elections in the shortest 
possible manner, and it is their 
fault if the deputies had not 
time to do their work. 

Then the Advocate admits 
there were a few ‘“‘minor slips.’’ 
Mark the word. One poll was not 
held at all, and there were other 
slips. 

But tne News is so suspicious, 
you know, and so steeped in vile- 
ness, that it dannot Bive a fair 
opinion. 

The Advocate and our Liberal 

friends would have us believe 
they are so lamp like, so innocent, 
and so anxious to do what is 
square and above board. 
_ We will arswer the Advocate’s 
slurs againat the News by des- 
cribing what took place at Pol:- 
ing Division No. 43, near Tren- 
ville, and we will leave it to the 
honest electors of Red Deer riding 
if we should stand for such 
things. 

The advertised polling place of 
division 43 was Bell’s ranch, 
12-36-23. It was not held there. 
The poll was not held in the poll- 
ing division at all. It was held 
one and a half miles outside the 
polling: division. The denuty 
returning officer, Mr. Hansen, 
looked for the place from 1 p.m. 
Sunday to 9 p.m., and could not 
find it until Tom Lewis, a Con- 
servative, piloted him to it, and 
he was within half a mile of the 
place all the time. This was 
owing to heavy brush, No notice 
of the polling place was posted 
up. The six Liberals in this dis- 
trict were notified where the poll 
would be. The Conservatives 
were, in some cases at least, in- 
formed by card by Dr. Clark, or 
some Liberal, that their poll 
would be at a certain - place. 
There was no poll there. If they 
had gone to that place they would 
have had to drive 60 miles to vote, 
which was' impossible, and they 
would have lost their vote. Old 
Mr. Greenwood, the father of the 
settlement, who has been ranch- 
ing there for eighteen years, was 
left off the list by the enumerator, 
and had to swear when he 
appeared at the poll. The Con- 
servatives were toid to go to 
Perbeck school. There was no 
such place. There was Ashcroft 
school, and if they had gone 
there they would have lost their 
votes, because they could not 
have returned back in time. 
There was a Perbeck post office, 
and Liberals were told to go 
there. Conservatives found this 
out and got on their horses and 
rounded up 16 Conservatives, but 
if they had had fair play ty 
having a pol] near the centre of 
the district Root would have 


: polled 89°-votes to Clark’s 6, ine 


stead of 16 to 6. If the plot had 
not been discovered the poll 
“vould have stood 6-0 in favor of 
Clark. There are a dozen settlers 
willing to vouch for these facta. 
These may be minor features of 
the campaign to the Advocate, 
but we feel justified in at least 
pointing them out to show that 
our statement had some fonn- 
dation in fact, and there was a 
pretty big coon in the fence 
vdrner in a number of the polling 
divisions at least. 


THANKSGIVING DAY 
QUESTION. 


Thanksgiving Day thia year 
fellon Monday,and the announce- 
ment has been made that after 
this it will fall or. that date instead 
of Thurshay, as formerly. 

The change was made at the 
request of the Commercial 
Travellers’ Association, who de- 
sire to be able to spend the day 
at their homes instead of on the 
road. They claim that if Thanks- 
giving Day came on the day fol- 
lowing Sunday, they could, by 
taking both days, be able to 
spend the holiday with their 
friends. 

Difierent opinions have been 
expressed regarding the change. 
The Toronto ‘News sail on tne 
question that the change would 
net meet with approval from 
those Canadians who believe that 
one day in the year should be 
devoted to the national expressicn 
of gratitude for the Almighty’s 
favor. The News continues: 
“The practice here and in the 
United States has been to have 
it fall in the middle of the week, 
so that the tendency might be for 
the people to attend Tharnks- 
giving services in the churches. 
By setting it forward to Monday 
at the request of thoee wno desire 
to convert it into a portion of a 
glorified ‘‘week-end,’’ the Gov- 
ernment loses sight of the pur- 
pose for wnich the day was first 
appointed. 

A different opinion is express- 
ed by the Montreal Daily Star in 
the following terms: »- “The 
announcement that Thanksgiving 
Day will be fixed for a Monday, 
instead of Thursday, as hag been 
the custom from time immem- 
oria], will be welcome news to the 
thousands of Canadians who will 
thus be enabled to make the 
thanksgiving a home festival. 
The change has been made at the 
request of the Commercial 
Travellers’ Association, backed 
by a section of the press; and it 
is not difficult to believe that the 
army of commercial travellers 
would prefer to eat their Thanks~ 
giving dinner at home.” 

This is all very nice for the 
commercial travelers, but it has 
come to a pretty pass if the world 
must revolve to suit them. If Sir 
Wilfrid or the government took 
the trouble to consult the weary 
house wife, he would find they 
would oppose Monday, because 
they will, in most cases, have to 
prepare their Thanksgiving 
dinner on Saturday, and it will 
put them to a great deal of in- 
convenience. This is only one of 
many common sense reasons 
why the day should not be 
changed, but then the commeroial 
travellers are becoming a factor 
worth considering by the polltical 
leaders of the day, and anything 
that will tend to get their support 
cannot be neglected by the gov- 
ernment. 
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There is considerable discussion 
going on as to whether Dr. 
Clark’s election should be pro- 
tested or not. There should be 
no doubts about the matter. If 
he was elected accord:ng to law, 
he should be allowed to retain 
his seat. If he gained his seat 
by fraud, and the election law 
was violated, his election should: 
be protested. There should be 
no doubt about the-matter,

Toronto Globe Says Scott 
Will Be Minister of The 
Interior.

. 


Toronto, Nov. 5.—The World 
has the following: ‘‘The vacancy. 
on the railway commission has 
given the government an oppor- 
tunity to get rid of a difficult 
situation. It has admitted that 
Hon. Frank Oliver has been a 
weakness to the government: as 
Minister of the Interior. He will 
be offered the appointment to the 
railway commission, and the Hon 
Walter Scott, Premier of Saskat- 
chewan, will be made Minister of 
the Interior if Mr. Oliver accepts. 

At the general elections Pre- 
mier Scott proved his strength. 
His province returned eight Lib- 
eral, and but one Conservative, 
while Mr. Oliver in Alberta could 
only return four Liberals, three 
going to the Opposition. Mr. 
Scott would have swept the pro- 
vince, but the government itzelf 
admits that it was impossible to 
defeat R. 8. Lake in Qu’Appelle. 
Mr. Oliver, itis believed, would 
well represent the farming inter- 
ests of the west, which were in- 
tended to be looked after by Mr. 
Greenway. 

The government looks upon 
Mr. Scott as the strongest man in 
the west. and he should have 
been appointed Minister of the 
Interior when Clifford Sifton re- 
signed had it not been that the 
government could no afford to 
risk defeat in West Assiniboia; 
therefore the portfolio was given 
to Mr. Oliver, who had.an abso- 
lutely safe seat in Edmonton. 

Mr. Oliver’s manner in tte 
House has not tended to disarm 
criticism, and he has constantly 
laid himself and his department 
open to attack, when the exercise 
of a little diplomacy might have 
saved the situation. 

He lost much prestige by his 
refusal to produce original docu- 
ments last session, a stand which 
the government for a time sup- 
ported but finally receded from.

Regina, Sask., Nov. 4.—The 


port that there is a move on foot 
to spriug the Alberta elections 
within the next few months, pro- 
bably immediately following the 
session uf the legislature. 

The Standard says:—‘‘Hon.C. 
W. Cross, cttorney general of 
Alberta, arrived in the city Sat- 
urday morning and remaining 
over Sunday, and in the evening 
Hon. W. H. Cushing, minister of 
public works in the same pro- 
vince, arrived, remaining over 
Sunday and Monday. Although 
routine matters. of government 
were included in the business 
which brought thege ministers to 
Regina, it is learned that they 
were also down in connection 
with election proposals. The 
experience of the members of the 
local government sill be of much 
value to the Alberta Liberals in 
springing their election, and they 
can give many pointers. In any 
event it is not likely that the Al- 
berta elections will be brought on 
during the life of the first session 
of Saskatchewan’s second Legis- 
lature, for the assistance of the 
Saskatchewan ministers will be 
required.”

It is rumored in the Pass tnat 
the provincial elections in this 
province may be held before the 
end of the year. It is hardly 
likery that such a step will be 
taken owing te the fact that it is 
understood that a redistribution 
bill will be brought down at noxt 
meeting of the legislature. The 
province will likely be given 
about ten more seats. It will be 
interesting to know just what will 
be done with the Pass. The 
Miner understands from a pretty 
good source that this constitu- 
ency will extend from the British 
Columbia boundary to a point 
just east of Lundbreck which 
will confine all the local mining 
camps to this constituency. In 
this cuse a great fight may be ex- 
pected between the Socialist, 
Liberal and Conservative can- 
didates.

We believe 
that the redistribution bill should 
be passed before an election is 
held so that AJberta may have a

Foes May Find. Fautt, 
Friends Should Do More. 


A discussion is now going on 
between Mr. Jamieson of Red 
Deer, a prominent director of the 
A.F.A., and the Farmers’ Advo- 
cate regarding the equalization 
of freight on live hogs from 
Alberta points to the proposed 
packing plsat. : 

The Alberta Homestead, the 
organ of the A.F.A., in speak- 
ing of the matter, says: 


The Advocate insists that the 
proposition is unsound in prin: 
ciple and unfair in practice. 

Mr. Jamieson maintains that 
inasmuch as the practive worke 
out satisfactorily in the mail 
service, and in the system adopt- 
ed for collecting cream for the 
butter factories there is at least 
presumptive evidence that it 
would work out equally well in 
collecting hogs for the packing 
plant. 

It is possible that Mr. Jamieson 
has drawn too large a conclusion 
from his premises, but it does not 
necessarily follow that the method 
which the Advocate describes as 
unsound in principle has reach- 
ed the limit of practical appli- 
cation; and working well as it 
does in the sphere in which it is 
employed, Mr. Jamieson and his 
fellow members of the A.F.A. 
may well be pardoned for seeking 


to extend it to other lines in 
which improvements is sadly 
needed. 


For three years and over the 
farmers of Alberta have been en- 
deavoring to put the swine pro- 
ducing business on a better basis. 
They have, however, been given 
little encouragement in their 
undertaking. From those who 
are interested only in having 
large numbers of hogs produced 
which the farmers will dispose of 
for anything they can _ get, 
criticism is expected; but from 
those who prefer to be champions 
of the farmer’s cause he expects 
more. Besideg having the faults 
of his own ideas pointed out, he 
has a right to demand helpful 
suggestions looking to the end he 
is striving to attain. 

While we do not desire to call 
in question the sincerity of the 
Advocate’s profession of loyalty 
to the farmers, for there is no 
guestion on that point in our 
mind, we nevertheless take the 
liberty of pointing out that on 
this matter of an improved and 
safer market for live hogs, the 
Advocate has been merely crit- 
ical, and it has therefore failed to 
gtve to the farmers that service 
they had reason to expect. 

The farmers have no rigat to 
demand that the Advocate or 
any other publication should en- 
dorse.their theories, especially if 
these should appear unsound in 
principle or unjust in practice; 
but they have a right to demand 
that every publication which pro- 
fesses to vuhampion the farmers’ 
interests should sympathize with 
and approve of the objects which 
they are etriving to attain, and 
bestdes directing attention to 
their errors point out means to 
that end which will be free from 
unsoundness and injustice. It is 
not enough merely to say ‘‘you 
are wrong”’ or ‘‘guess again.” 

During the past summer a 
committee has been at work 
endeavoring to devise some 
method that will solve this prob- 
lem and will be practical, sound 
and just. In all parts of Alberta 
the farmers appeared and ex- 
pressed their opinion, but the 
Advocate was silent. The com- 
mittee has returned to prepare its 
report and is still subject to in- 
fluence from the opinions of 
others, especially from publi- 


|cations ui -the standing of the 


Advoceste, and we insist that that 
jorrnal is doing the farmers no 
good by merely criticizing their 
opinions without offering sug- 
gestions for avoiding the objec- 
tion complained of. 

We maintain that those of the 
farmers’ friends who by their 
silence when the committee was 
taking evidence, admitted either 
that the question wags too big for 
them or that in their opinion 
present conditions were good 
enough, should not now under- 
take to influence the committee 
by criticizing the farmers’ argu- 
ments after the taking of evidence 
has ceased. The farmers will 
stand fault finding from their 
foes; from their friends they ex- 
pect none,

Co-operation Among Farmers. 


\ (By ‘Joe Beef.” 


In the last twonty-five years 
there has been much discussion 
among farmers concerning the 
advantages and disadvantages 
of co-operation for various mer- 
cantile and industrial enterprises. 

There is no question whatever, 
that pending collective owner- 
ship which must in the near 
future be the platform of the pro- 
ducing classes, and as a school- 
master to educate and fit them 
for the consummation of that 
idea, co-operation is destined tc 
become an immediate factor in 
their everyday life and occu- 
pation. 

Itis more and more dawning 
upon the consciousness of the 
producing classes that every 
function of life and human 
activity depend upon the pro- 
duction of the life—giving fruits 
of the earth won by their labors 
from the storehouse of nature. 

The producer, especially the 
farm sr feels no matter how hard 
he works, no matter with what 
profusion nature yields up tohim 
its vitasizing products, he is get- 
ting less.and less proportionately 
of what his labor creates. 

It is not solely. the profit on his 
plant which the farmer should 
take into consideration, but his 
independence. He likes his home, 
pats himself on the back, even 
the worat of times at the thought 
that rain or shine, hot or cold, 
good or bad, he can pay his taxes 
or insurance anyway. 

in co-operation the farmer can 
find his way out of many diffi- 
culties which everlastingly face 
the small proprietor. 

Under the present commercial 
system, the farmer is an isolated 
factor in the community. He 
must buy from the merchant and 
the manufacturer or his agent as 
well as to sell to them, and they 
invariably fix the price for both 
transactions. 

The farmer deals iu small 
quantities and can seldom take 
advantage of the state of the 
market and has to pay profits out 
of all reason. Keeping in touch 
with the market he can both buy 
and sell on better terms thus re- 
taining for himself a greater por- 
tion of the results of his efforts. 

The farmers have shown by the 
experiment of the few activities 
in which they have engaged that 
some of the disadvantages under 
which the individual labors may 
be removed by co-operation. 

In this he becomes conscious 
that he is a part of a great com- 
mercial and industrial community 
whilst remaining practically an 
independent unit. 

The farmer is beginning to 
learn the benefit of co-operation 
in the cheese and butter industry 
and more recently the advantage 
of handling his grain oco-oper- 
atively has shown highly bene- 
ficial results. 

In the farmers’ co-operative 
elevators which, have proved 
failures they have themselves to 
diame. The trouble may be in- 
variably traced to poor manage- 
ment. Usually as soon age the 
farmers erect an elevator they 
look around for a man to run it 
and generally a cheap man is 
chosen, which means poor sere 
vice.. Whenever capable, well 
paid men are at the front, co- 
operative enterprises have always 
been successful, generally rais- 
ing the price of what the farmer 
has to sell and cheapening what 
he has to buy. : 

There are many lines which 
may be entered into, which will 
benefit the farmers generally, the 
principal of which may be men- 
tioned. as: (1) The disposal of 
farm crops, including grain, 
cattle and dairy products. (2) 
The purchase of every day neces- 
sities. (3) The buying of agrio- 
ultural implements ‘and machin- 


the above specified activities 
should be carried on over a large 
territory covering a. province or 
more to get the best results, as 
trade based on the average for a 
large district is surer not to be 
affected by local disturbance or 
failure. 

Under the first head the far- 
mers of the Northwest are gett- 
ing a taste of the beneficial re- 
sults of the effort of the Grain 
Growers’ Grain Company which 
returned to.the shareholders for 
the last business year One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-four per cent. 
on the paid up capital of the 
Company as well as securing for 
its patrons a greatly enhanced 
price for their grain. It is an 
astonishing record showing how 
the farmers of Canada have been 
exploited by the grain merchants. 

The dairy products of Canada 
are at top prices. in the world’s 
markets showing plainly that co- 
operation improves the quality as 
well as the profit on what the 
farmer has to sell. 

A slightly more difficult matter 
to handle is the live stock trade, 
but farmers have the brains and 
energy to solve this question also 
as soon as they see fit to lay hold 
of it. Combines and cattle rings 
are systematically plundering the 
farmer in the cattle trade, surely 
it ia time that this question should 
be taken up by them. 

The mercantile trade should 
early engage the co-operative 
effort cf the farmes thus saving 
the high profit of the middle men. 
There is no reason whatever why 
every commodity entering into 
the daily consumption of the far- 
mere should not be supplied to 
them direct from the maker thus 
saving several intervening profits. 

Perhaps in agricultural imple- 
ments and farm machinery, co- 
operation would show the highest 
results as combines are in all 
cases at present dictating the 
prices at which such: articles are 
supplied to the farmers, 

It might be mentioned in con- 
clusion that co-operation would 
easily solve the Banking, Insur-

ance, and Transportation diffi-| 


culties from which the Agricul- 
tural classes are now suffering, 
and until the public grasp the 
idea of collective ownership co- 
operation,’ is destined to give pre- 
sent, if not permanent relief, as 
well as being an educative force, 
which will ultimately bring about 
the larger idea of collective 
ownership of all sources of pro- 
duction.

Cream the butter, add the su- 
gar, egg yolks well beaten and water. 
Place over hot water and stir anti] the 
mixture thickens, then add the lemon 
juice and rind and serve. — 

Banana Betty.—Remove the crust 
from part of a loaf of stale bread. 
Slice it as thin as possible. Place the 
slices in a dripping pan and brown 
very delicately in the oven, then spread 
with soft butter. Butter a baking dish 
and sprinkle !t with buttered brend- 
crumbs. Add a layer of the toast, then 
a layer of bananas peeled, scraped and 
cut in quarters lengthwise. Sprinkle 
with sugar, a bit of cinnamon and a 
few drops of lemon juice and dot with 
butter.

I¢ shirt waists require so much care 
in folding away, the more delicate lin- 
gerie waists, which as frequently pay a 
visit to the laundry, certainly should 
be given intelligent care.

It will compensate one 
for a little forethought in this matter. 

And be it remembered the care of a

The Supreme Court sittings 
last week were the main attraction 
in town. Almost every business 
man was asked toact as juryman, 
and the court room was crowded 
all day and most of the night. 
Judge Stuart finished up his 
criminal work Saturday, and was 
obliged to leave for Calgary that 
night. Judge Harvey is continu- 
ing the civil cases this week. 

In Rex vs. Weir the jury dis- 
agreed for the third time, and 
Weir was allowed out on bail 
until the case comes up again. | 

The perjury case againt James 
A. Perry was a second charge, as 
he had been acquitted previously 
in connection with his transac- 
tions with P. T. Zumwalt’s mort- 
gage. The second trial turned on 
the question as to whether Perry 
swore falsely at Zumwalt’s trial 
in March last as to not seeing 
Melstrom and Armstrong at 
Zumwalt’s place on Nov. 30 last. 
The evidence of Mr. and Mrs. 
Zumwalt,Sadie Anderson,Andrew 
Melstrom and Thomas Armstrong 
was to the effect that Perry had 
been at Zumwalt’s that Saturday 
afternoon and there was a dis- 
cussion over a vill of sale. The 
jury found the acoused guilty, 
and the Judge, in giving sentence, 
stated that as Perry had been 
acquitted on the main charges, 
he would impose the light sen- 
tence of nine months on the sub- 
sidiary charge.
